Failure 
there has been— and very serious 
faUurc--but we can hardly sec in it 
the failure of Christianity.

The people who have been piling- up - 
the guns, adding ship to ship, and 
running into millions with the sol- 
diers — all the time increasing the 
burdcus of (he poor and telling us 
that was the way oi peace — theirs is 
perhaps the greatest failure of alii 
To their credit be is said, however, 
that, right or wroup, they never ap- 
pealed for support to Christianity, 
or, indeed, to any other religion, 
that I know of, except it be Moham- 
medanism — so that it is not even 
suggested that their failure is to 1)0 
set down to the teachings or spirit 
of our mcch and lowly Master! 
* * + 

The Educationalists and Scien- 
tists have failed. Their exquisite 
theories of knowledge as a refining 
power over the human heart — how 
they arc wrecked in one week of 
war! Teaching men, training them, 
as it is called, to Hunk for them- 
selves— as though God had no 
thoughts about them that mattered! 
—has it not been vaunted for years 
as the remedy for those awful ele- 
mental pulsions of the degenerate 
heart which we have just seen sweep 
like a flood over a large part of the 
world? What a failure is there! But 
one cannot hold Christianity re- 
sponsible for that ( A .considerable 
part of the world of scholarship and 
science has done its utmost during 
the last thirty years to destroy alt 
frith in Christ and II is teaching, so 
thai unbelief of one sort or another 
is at this moment entrenched En all 
the r;r^: scats of learning the world 
iait, It is abundantly clear that 
ihu failure of tile cdiicntiau.ilists to 
lift the world above these appalling 
strifes and enmities eaiin^l honestly 
he attributed to the dnctriinr or prac- 
tice of the Chr.sthi:i Faith. 

And the Human-tartans— have not 
they failed? Their f;rciit hope for 
the world hns been lhat the kind 
feelings, dispositions and sympathies 
which bclonjr •" human n.Hure, if 
only they arc encouraged and suit- 
ably tutored, will so f leu and subdue 
ami purify that which is hard and 
cruel and vicious in mankind. In 
other words, ihey proclaim that man 
can improve himself— that, after all,

fronvhis Maker, even-supposing: that 
he has One. They do not want any 
King or Temple. They see no. need.. 
for cither, a Saviour or a sacrifice. 
As for loving God^ the first great 
Commandment, it L is quite sufficient, 
to love your fclfa/ws, 
'■ Well, their notion that love, flow- 
ing out of hearts 'improved-after thia 
fashion,. will bring calm and pence 
wherever it passes, that it will change 
the deep-rooted evil of the fallen hu- 
man spirit, has indeed met with a 
rude shock. To state it moderate^ 
their theory has broken down. We" 
see now that man, leaning upon man, 
is loaning upon a broken reed. That 
unless he gets help from God, all his 
self-reforming, sclf-subduing> self- 
raising schemes arc destined to com- 
plete and irrevocable failure. To 
put it in a word, men left to them- 
selves arc worms — and all llcsh is 
grass, and all the beauty thereof is 
as the wild flower — grass which to- 
day is and to-morrow, with all its 
gooiltiucss, vvhhcrcth mid fadcth 
for ever. 

And what a failure the Socialists 
have to admit. Their theories— so 
excellent in discussion (and in de- 
nunciation!), so admirable as views 
to be pressed on others— vanished 
as soon as the storm burst! In no 
country in the world was Socialism 
so highly organized or so powerful 
both socially and politically as in 
Germany, while the national army, 
of France was said,"I believe cor- 
rectly, to be a vast seed plot for ita 
doctrines. Nowhere had its votar- 
ies spoken more brave words than 
in these two countries, about their 
ability and determination to unite 
the democracies of Europe and with- 
out the assistance of Christ, or, in- 
deed, of any God at all, make v^ar 
impossible! And yet when their 
theories came Id the test of actual 
trial they disappeared — lock, stock, 
and barrel — and have become 
scarcely more than a fitful memory. 
The house which "they had reared 
with such labour and so much shout- 
ing was built upon the sand; and the 
rain descended and the floods came 
and the winds blew and beat upon 
that house and it fell, and great was. 
the fall of it. If it were not so sad 
—because much that the .Socialist* 
desire is splendid and beautiful, and 
many of. ihcm nre sincere and gen- 
erous, even if mistaken, folk— if -it 
were not so sad. it wou'd be laugh- 
able-. 

J need not spend a moment in de- 
claring that Christianity has no 
blame for this failure I It Is self- 
evident, t 

No. it is not Christianity tha* '■?» 
failed. Christianity has not bc:n 
tried. To mention only one matter, 
for my space is gone for this week. 
Of which of the nine or ton nations 
engaged in this war can it be said 
that it hns acted towards the rest of . 
the world on the supreme law of 
Christianity, the law of love— the 
law which says "Aa ye would that 
men should do unto yu, do ye even 
so unto them"?
